the Diamond Sculls, the classic singles eyent of the 

Henley Regatta today when he defeated R. T. Lee, of 
, Oxford, who won the event last year after Wright’s oar 
‘became tangled in a punt rope near the finish tine. 

The Toronto Oarsman won by a length In the fast 
tlme of eight minutes, twenty-four seconds. 

The Thames Rowing Club crew won the grand chal- 
lenge cup, the eight oared classic of Henley Regatta , 
today when they defeated the Trinity College In the fin- , 
al race. Two lengths severed the crews at the finish, ., 
The time was six minutes, fifty-six seconds. ', 

The race which was witnessed by one of the largest 
Henley crowds In many years was rowed in fine weath- 
er. Among the early spectators to arrive were Premier 
Stanley Baldwin and Mrs. Baldwin. 

For the second time in the history of the Diamond 
Sculls, the premier event for the supremacy of Amateur 
Scullers In the world, was won by Canada today when 
Jot Wright,.of Argonaut Rowing Club, Toronto, defeat- 

| ed R. T, Lee, of Worcester College, Oxford, in the final __ 
heat by a full length. 

The twenty-one year old Torontonian from whom 
victory was snatched by misfortune in last year’s final 
against Lee, accomplished his revenge in the fast time 
of 8 minutes, 24 seconds, which was 42 seconds faster 
than Lee’s time last year when the Oxonlan passed 
Wright when the Canadian’s craft met disaster ten feet 
from the finishing post. 

Capt. Lou Scholes, of Toronto, was the only other 
Canadian to win Henley singles clussis, taking the event 
in 1904. Wright. is the son of Joe Wright, senior, who 4 
acted as his son’s coach and who was a famous scaller 
in his younger days. Joe W rght, senlor, now Alder- 
man in Toronto, was formerly rowing coach at several 
unlversitits in the United States.

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Descronto, July 26—The Canadian 
Air Force had a bit of bad luck last 
week in the complete loss of two of its 
planes — one a new Avro which somer- 
saulted after landing in a field back of 
Deseronto at noon a few days ago, 
and the other, a Siskin, which crashed 
in @ potato patch near Ottawa on Sat- 
urday. 
















The accident here was the direct re- 
sult of the bursting of the oil tank. The 
machine was a new one and was being 
taken from Ottawa to Camp Borden 
to be used ip training. That morning 
Plying Officer Waller took the new ma- 
chine up at Ottawa for'a trial fligh: 
and he said it worked all right. He 
took on gas and oll and proceeded te 
Deseronto where Chariie Thompson 
advised to meet him with more fuel 
for the flight to Camp Borden. The 
Night to Deseronto was being made in 
excellent time, and the motor was work 
ing well until abou: four miles cast 
when it began to throw oil. By the 
time he had reached Deseronto, Wal- 
ler had become completely drenched 
by this hot oil which was blinding him,
